« Domestication produces ditlerent characters 
in animals, and by their altered natures, affords 
to necessitous man his best blessings. ‘The sub- | 
jJugation of the horse is, perhaps, the noblest ac. | 
quisition from the animal world. His perception | 
and natural talents are very acute, but when | 
aided by instruction, the sagacity he discovers, 
and the actions he ts taught to perform, often ex- 
cite our wonder, | 
« Three modes of instraction have been found | 
necessary for the perfecting of his education— | 
panishment, reward and imitation. 
“ The mind of the colt must be considered as a 
mere carte blanche; and, as in the human sub- 
ject, the future character will a great deal depend 
upon the sensations and impressions given in) 
early life— }

rendering horses subservient to man, more by | 
gentle means than coercive treatment. The 
talents even of the dull and phlegmatic ox are | 
roused to exertion by eda In our county 
(Cornwall,) where they are worked in the plough 
and on the road, they are exited to exertion more | 
by the chaunt 6f the driver than by the prick of 
the goad. In the southern provinces of A/rica 
and Asia, the wild bisons, or bunched oxen, 
which are taken young and tamed, submit to all 
kinds ofdomestic labor; they become so tracta- 
ble, that they are managed with as much ease as 
ourhorses. The vé of their master is alone 
sufficient to make them obey, and to direct their 
course. As their nature is improved by the gen. | 
tleness of their education by the kind treatment 
they receive, and the perpetual attention bestow 
ed on them, they aequire sensibility and intelli} 
genee, and perform actions which we could not 
expeet from them, The Hottentots train them 
to war; they likewise guard the flocks of then 
masters, which they conduct with dexterity, and 
defend them from the attack of strangers and of 
ray us animals. They are taught to distin 
guish friends fromm enemies—to understand sig 
nals, and to obey the commands of their mas 
ters. When pastaring, at the suallest 
from the keeper, they bring back and collect the 
wandering animals. They attack all strangers 
with fury. which renders them a great security 
against robbers. These backeleys, as they ar 
called, know every inhabitant of the krall, and 
discover the «ame marks of respect for al the 
men, women, and children, as a dog does for 
those who live in his master’s house 

“The object of edneation is, to give to the bods 
the strength designed by nature, and to the mind 
every perfection which it is capable of receiving 
But this cannot be accomplished in a few days 
as is oftentimes attempted by country breakers 
who, in violence and ernelty, almost vie with the 
South Americans; in their attempts to subjagate 
for the first time the colt.

“With horses of great spirit and mettle, re-

} dull and sloggish animal will endure this teat- 
| ment; but a spirited and generous beast, whose 
opposition arises frem fear, and not from vice, is 
by these means oftentimes transformed into a 
| mischievous and dangerous animal.” 

“Severity is rarely necessary n breaking in the 
colt, and in the generality of cass it is altogether 
uncalled for. But if the animal dispute your 
commands, recourse then must be had to coercion 
and punishment; and ‘ he must at once be taught 
| he is the slave of man and that we have the power, 
! by other means than those of kindness, to bend 
him to our will” We never should employ coer- 
cien when we have it In our power to produce 
the same by pleasureable excitement. It is impos- 
sible to be cireumspect either in administering 
| chastisement or caresses. How to manage this 
requires a good head, and likewise a good heart, 
on the part of the breaker. ‘The coolest and best 
natured rider will always succeed best. Horses | 
have as we have before stated, very retentive | 
memories, and seldom forget whatever unruly 
tricks or habits they acquire trom being improper- 
ly handled in the breaking.

MISS FANNY KEMBLE. 

Mesars. Peabody & Co. have issued their sixth 
edition of Francis the First, to which they have ap- 
pended a Biography of its plished and 
Autheress—some fragmenial pieces of Poetry, and the 
very beautiful portrait of Miss Kemble, which, as we 
have before said, is unquestionably the best likeness 
of her that has yet been published ; but it belongs to 
the “Grecian Daughter,” and not to Francis the First. 
‘The book is admirably produced in its hanical ar- 
rangements, but for its style and matter, in all that is 
not from the pen of the lady herself, they are meagre 
and inaccurate. 

Too much gallantry, or too little knowledge has kept 

out al! aecount of the lady's birth, which is a novel 
feature ina Biography. ‘That the fair lady us born, is 
well known ; so is every other fact in the book. But 
there are also statements made which ae somewhat 
at variance with facts. The lady has not been to 
Boston, though her historian states she has. “Fazio” 
was not produced for the first time in America on her 
errival but had been acted over and over again, both 
at the Park and Bowery. Belvidera is not in the Mer- 
chantof Venice, but in Venice Preserved. Julia was 
not created for Miss Kemble, but intended for Miss 
Phillips at the rival House. It is not very complimen- 
tary to the lady as an actress, and she certainly is the 
first on the stage, to state that her audience to Belvi- 
dera, set taste and judgement aside w indulge in ap- 
plause. Nor is it justice to an authoress or the public, 
to state that her Tragedy was received as the curtain 
rose, with perfect shouts of approbatien ; for, if the 
Biographer does not know it, we beg to inform him 
that it is not 'y to p judg ona 
play on the rising of the curtain, but on its fall.

Yesterday evening, at 8 o'clock, Mr. Higgs and 
the jury reassembled at the sign of the Coach and 
Horses, Floodstreet, Dean’s-yard, Westminster, 
to inquire into the death ofa person known by 
the name of Eliza Edwards, aged 24. 

On the arrival of the Coroner a most tremend 
ous rush was made to gain admittance into the ju- 
ry-room by crowds of persons who had assem- 
bled outside. principally consisting of medical 
students. The erowd was so great that it was at 
last found necessary tosend for the police au- 
thorities to keep order, as the witnesses could 
not gain admittance. 

Previous to the meeting ofthe jury, a number 
of medical gentlemen viewed the body of the de- 
ceased. 

The first witness sworn Mr. Alfred Taylor, of 
35, Great Marlborough-street, surgeon. le stat- 
ed that he had examined the body of the deceased, 
and it was the same thathe had seen in the dis- 
secting room at Guy's Hospital. On opening 
the stomach he found it perfectly healthy ; the liv- 
er was much diseased, and presented that appear 
ance seen in persons addicted to drinking, com- 
monly called a drunkard’s liver. The death was 
occasioned from disease of the lungs. The de- 
ceased was a perfect man. 

Juror.—Has the head of the deceased been sep- 
arated from the body ? 

Witness.—It has not. 

Some other questions were putto the witness, 
which excited the greatest astonishment from the 

nswers, but the evidence is unfit for publication 

a Mr. Ollier, surgeon, of Delabay-street, West- 
minster, corroborated the evidence of the last 
Witness. In addition he said that the body was 
Covered with blotches. 

Thomas Davis, the porter, at Guy’s Hospital, 
stated that on Sunday morning last Nicholson, 
the beadle of this parish, brought two bodies to the 
hospital; there were printed forms with them 
according to the late act of Parhament, and they 
were described to be females. Nicholson also 
said that they were both females. On examina- 
tion he found that one of the bodies was thatof a 
man, and he had seen the body again that after- 
noon in St. Margaret's Workhouse.
